CONFIDENT -OF ULTIMATE-SUCCESS 


ALLIED ARMIES 


DISPLAY STEADFAST COURAGE 


Are Resolute In the Determination Not To Sacrifice a Single One 
Of the Free Nations Of the World To the Despotic 
Rule of Kaiserism 


The supreme war council, which 
has had under advisement the entire 


war situation, has expressed in an 
official statement made public, full 
confidence in the outcome of — the 
war with the aid of the American 
forces, Complete confidence in Gen-} 
eral Foch is also expressed, and 
thanks are extended to President 
Wilson for his co-operation in the 


the United States can bring its full 
American troops, 

“The supreme war council held 
its sixth session under circumstances 
of great gravity for the alliance of 
free peoples,’ says the statement. 
“The German government, relieved 
of all pressure on the eastern front 
by the collapse ofthe Russian armies 
and people, has concentrated all its 
effort in the west. It is now seeking 
to gain a decision in Europe by a 
series of desperate and costly as- 
saults upon the allied armies before 
the United States can bring igts full 
strength effectively to bear. 

“The advantage it possesses in its 
strategic position and superior rail- 
way facilities has enabled the enemy 


command to gain some initial suc- 
cess, It will-undoubtedly renew its 
attacks, and the allied nations may 


be still exposed to critical days. | 
“After a review of the whole posi- 


tion, the supreme war council | is 
convineed that the allies, bearing 
the trials of the forthcoming cam- 


paign with the same fortitude as 
they have ever exhibited in defence 
of the right, will baffle the enemy’s 
purpose and in due~ course bring 
him to defeat. Everything possible 
is being done to sustain and sup- 
port the armies in the field. ‘The ar- 
rangements for unity of command 
have greatly improved the position 
of the allied armies and are working 
smoothly and with success, The su- 
preme war council has complete con- 
fidence in General Foch, It regards 
with pride and admiration the valor 
of the allied troops. 

“Thanks to the prompt and cor- 
dial co-operation of the president of 
the United States, the arrangements 
which were set on foot more 
two months ago for the transporta- 
tion and brigading of American 
troops will make it impossible for 
the enemy to gain victory by wear- 
ing out the allied reserye before he 
has exhausted his own. 

“The supreme war couucil is con- 
fident of the ultimate result, and the 
allied peoples are resolute not to 
sacrifice a single one of the free 
nations of the world to the despot- 
ism of Berlin. . Their armies are 
displaying the same steadfast cour- 
age whlch has enabled them on many 
previous occasions to defeat a Ger- 
man onset. They have only to en- 
dure with faith and patience to the

Hail Losses 


Saskatchewan's Experience Better in 
1917 Than in 1916 


Losses paid last year by the Sas- 
*katchewan Municipal Hail Insurance 
Association amounted to $82,362, as 
compared with losses of $3,650,743 
in 1916, of which, however, only 40 
per cent. or $1,460,296 was paid, Ad- 
ministration costs were ~$36,596 in 
1917 and $59,468 in 1916, The 1917 
revenue was $930,799 or about $50,- 
000 less than in the previous year. 
Losses were comparatively light un- 
til after the middle of August, when 
a heavy storm swept over the cen- 
tral section of the province. 

At a convention of ‘the Insurance 
Association held in Moose Jaw last 
month, motions to increase the rate 
from four to five cents per acre were 
defeated, but it was resolyed to 
adopt the flat rate of four cents per 
acre, but under an automatic seeded 
acreage rate. Under the latter 
scheme all municipalities will come 
under the Municipal Hail Insurance 
Act, but any farmer may withdraw 
upon giving notice to the secretary 
treasurer of the municipality prior to 
June lin any year,

Lumbering Methods 


Prominent Official of India Assigned 
to Investigate Methods in 
America 


F, S. Leete, a prominent official in 
|the forestry service of India, who 
|has been assigned -by the Indian 
government to investigate logging 
methods in America, has arfived in 
Vancouver and will visit scenes of 
logging operations in British Colum- 
bia before proceeding to the United 
States. Mr. Leete has been 26 years 
in the department of woods and for- 
ests of the Indian government, and 
has spent his whole time in the for- 
s of India and Burma, His offi- 
jal position is that of “conservator 
of forests,” a position similar to that 
of chief forester in the Canadian for- 
estry service, 

Forest areas amounting to approx- 
imately 250,000 square miles of tim- 
ber cover about one-fifth of India, 
which is about one-third the size of 


the United States, he said. Every 
type of timber to be found on the 
American continent is included in 
Indian forests, but in India hard- 


wood was the principal titnber, while 
in America soft woods predominated 
largely. India was not trying to de- 
velop outside markets, but was 
merely concerned with supplying the 
needs of her own markets for 
ber.

Zeebrugge Harbor 
Practically Closed 


Large Dredger Has Been Identified 
Inside the Breakwater 


The plight of the Germans at the 
Belgian submarine base of Zec- 
brugge in consequence of the meas- 
ures taken by the British navy to 
blockade the port is even more ser- 
ious than has been believed hereto- 
fore, Photographs taken from air- 
planes show that the entrance of the 
harbor is rapidly silting up and that, 
accordingly, the British effort to 
close the channel is being reinforced 
by nature. 

The sunken vessel inside the 
breakwater which was at first be- 
lieved to be an enemy destroyer now 
appears to be a large dredge. The 
loss of this ship evidently has crip- 
pled the Germans in their attempts 
to clear the channel, 


All the Wheat Needed Now 


Farmers Should Not Hold Back any 
Supplies From the Market 


In view of the grave need for 
wheat overseas, every Canadian 
farmer should deliver all surplus 
wheat to the market at once, Most 
Canadian farmers have done so, but 
in some cases there are still consid- 
erable holdings. All the wheat that 
can be spared is needed overseas, 
and eyen then our allies will be dan- 
gcrously short until the coming har- 
vest brings relief.

A Canadian’s 
View of Russia 


Cc. F. Just Gives His Opinion on 
Conditions in Russia 


Months ago, before the revolution 
broke down the military power of the 
Russian empire, Mr. C. F, Just, a 
veteran member of the public ser- 
vice of Canada, was sent to Rus 
in the capacity of ‘Trade Commis- 
sioner, After making a journey 
home marked by protracted delays 
and grave dangers he has arrived at 
Ottawa, and has given the Canadian 
public an instructive outline of the 
internal condition of Russia as he 


saw it from the inside, Before he 
was sent on this mission, and  be- 
fore the war, he had spent some 


time in Germany, an experience that 
must have added indefinitely to his 
efficiency for the performance of the 
duties on the later mission. 

It would serve no useful purpose 
to dwell here on Mr. Just’s account 
of what he had to undergo, but it 
is both interesting and important to 
note his opinion as to the source 
from which is likely to come any ef- 
fective reorganization of Russia as 
cither a single state or a “federated 
system of states.” To this aspect of 
the political condition of that coun- 
try far too little attention has hith- 
erto been paid, and it would con- 
duce greatly to the general adyan- 
tage of the allied powers if the Can- 
adian commissioner were instructed 
to amplify his brief account of Rus- 
sia’s system of local self-government, 
to which he attaches a high value. 
That system yas established in 1864 
by decree of the Emperor Alexander 
Il., which created local provincial 
lassemblies called “Zemstyos,” and it 
{was modified in 1870 by his further 
decree, which created subordinate 
|municipal councils called “Dumas.” 
j In 188! the same Czar had given his 
consent to the establishment of a 
sort of national parliament, but he 
was assassinated before the decree 
was promulgated, and his success- 
Sor Alexander I11L., adopted and car- 
ise out during his reign a policy of

Bottled Blood Saves Lives 


Wounds of Soldiers Prevented From 
Being Fatal by Injection 
Into Veins 


How the lives of the fighting men 
on the battlefronts of Europe are 
saved by the injection of bottled 
blood into their veins, was told and 
discussed at the convention of — the 
Ame n Stirgical Association held 
at Cincinnati. 

This blood is known to the medi- 
cal profession as citrate of blood, 
and Sir Arbuthnot Lane of London 
told the delegates that in the recent 
German dr in Northern France 
when the Third British army 
forced to retire, 30 bottles of citrate 
of Wood had been captured by the 
Germans. “l hope that the foe wil 
use the blood,” said Sir Arbuthnot; 
“perhaps it will make better human 
beings of them." 

Major W. J. Mayo, 
Minn., announced that 
ready cnlisted 100 persons of pure 
blood, who will gladly offer their 
blood for the treatment of American 
wounded. He announced, however, 
that it was not the custom of mili- 
tary surgeons to employ civilians 
for this purpose, as it is preferred to 
take the blood of men who are 
slightly wounded, and who are con- 
valescing in the hospitals behind the 
lines, 

Col. Herbert Bruce of Toronto re- 
ported that he had been successful in 
320 cases of blood transfusion during 
a short period of service behind the 
lines.

Canada Saving Wheat 


Review of Some of the Measures 
Taken to Provide Supplies 
For Our Allies 


All Canadian flour mills are now 
producing 196 pounds ( barrel) of 
flour from 258 pounds of wheat. 
Manufacture of patent flours or any 
division of patents is prohibited. In 
the United States the mills are using 
264 pounds of wheat to produce @ 
barrel of flour, The supply of avail- 
able substitutes has been greater 
there than in Canada and _ persons 
have been required to buy substitutes 
to an equal weight of the wheat flour 
which they purchase. 

As a result of arrangements made 
by the Canada food board, Canadian 
mills are now using 8,000 bushels of 
corn per day in the manufacture of 
corn flour. The capacity of the mills 
for grinding corn is being rapidly 
increased, and is very soon expect- 
ed to reach 20,000 bushels per day. 

Manufacture in Canada of Farnia 
(or Cream of Wheat) has been pro- 
hibited. Manufactureres of break- 
fast foods and package cereals, 
whose products formetly -consisted 
largely of wheat, have been obliged 
to substitute other cereals in part, 
and largely to curtail their use_ of 
wheat, The sale of wheat or flour 
for feeding live stock has been pro- 
hibited. The use of wheat in mak- 
ing candy has been prohibited, 

All the bakers in Canada are now 
under regulation of the Canada food 
board, and their use of wheat flour is 
being controlled. Persons manufac- 
turing cakes or other sweet dough 
products, biscuits, ete, are required 
to use at least 20 per cent. of sub- 
Stitutes for wheat flour. In the case 
of soda biscuits at least 10 per cent. 
of substitutes must be used. 

Canada is’ saving-bread and _ other 
wheat products by strict compulsory 
regulations, applicable to all public 
places. Many hotels, restaurants, 
ete, have gone farther than is re- 
quired by the regulations and are us- 
ing substitutes for wheat flour to the 
greatest possible extent, 

A far-reaching educational cam- 
paign for) decreased consumption of 
wheat and wh products has been 
carried on. This has included a 
campaign for increased use of vege- 
tables in order to save wheat. 

Holdings of flour have been strict- 
ly limited, and persons having in 
their possession larger quantities 
than are permitted by the Canada 
food board's order are required un- 
der heavy penalties to return such 
excess.

They Mistook Own Aviators for a 
British Patrol 


This is the stoty of a battle royal 
waged in the air between two flights 
of German planes. 

It was «an pnintentional but disas- 
trous fight between brother aviators 
during which British pilots joyfully 
and impartially rendered assistance 
first to the one side, then to the oth- 
er, until so many of the emperor's 
machines had been damaged that the 
conflict could not continue. 

It was on June 5 that the extra- 
ordinary engagement occurred and it 
began thus: 

Two British officers in a fighting 
machine were leading a patrol along 
the lines when they sighted a Ger- 
man Hatberstadt two-seater, which, 
on their appearance, fired a green 
signal light. The leaders expected 
a trap and waited to see what this 
unusual performance meant. In a 
short time, six German scouts came 
wheeling out of the blue and joined 
the Hatberstadt, Almost at once, 
six other enemy scouts dived out of 
the sun into their comrades, whom 
they apparently mistook for a. Brit- 
ish patrol about to attack. What 
happened was this: 

“The Hatberstadt had been acting 
as a decoy, and the green light had 
been meant as a signal for assistance, 
but there had been no expectation 
that two flights of German _ planes 
would respond at the same time. 

“Not being able to distinguish the 
marking of their friends—and this 
has happened not infrequently be- 
fore—the newcomers began a_ furi- 
ous attack on them.

Then there are the bayonets or 
rifles that the soldier may have been 
forced to abandon or that fell from 
his nerveless hands as his life ebbed 
away. But no matter how they came 
to be there they must be saved.

Cheese, eggs, dressed meat, and 
sed poult over its lines in 


tern Canada is indicated in a 
statement compiled by the freight 
depattment of the Canadian North- 


ern Railway. Any great increase in 
tonnage in these commodities, of 
courge, could not be accomplished 
without pronounced progress in per- 
manent farming in areas served by 
the ©. N. R. in Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta. It is significent 
that the prairie provinces are be- 
coming exporters of dairy products, 
where in recent years they were im- 
porters on a considerable. scale, 
During 1917, 11,363 cars of live 
stock were handled over the lines of 
the Canadian Northern Railway sys- 
lefii as compared with 7,245 during 
1916. This is an increase of 4,118 
Cars or 57 per*cent. 

OF cattle in 1917, there were hand- 


fed 5,421 cars as compared with 2,- 
900 in 1916. Of hogs 2,274 cars, as 
compared with 1,768 im 1916, Of 


‘$heep 261 cars in 1917 as against 76 
in 1916; and mixed stock 3,407 in 
1917 as compared with 2,501 in 1916.

The farmers’ club room, 35 x 50 
fect in size, is furnished with sub- 
stantial tables, comfortable chairs 
and benches, and the county farm 
bureau maintains an claborate  ex- 
hibition. Here are found the latest 
farm papers and agricultural  litera- 
ture. Adjoining this room is.a check 
room where visitors may check bun- 
dles free and have their packages 
sent from local stores, merely receiv- 


ing a duplicate check from the me 


chant, he then delivering the  pack- 
age to the community building. On 
the same floor is a toilet and wash 
room for men and one for women, 
In addition there is a women’s rest 
toon confortably furnished with 


couches and little beds for the child- 


ren. 

Often shoppers from the country 
bring their own lunch to town, and 
instead of dining at a local restau- 


rant or hotel, eat it in the club room 
with their farmer friends. This *has 
proved a big feature in other places. 


After checking their lunch at the 
community building, the farmer and 
his wife go their respective y i 
transact their “usiness and umake 
their purchases. Instead of laboring 
through the street with an armful of 
bundles, the “strangers within our 
gates’ are burdened only with du- 
plicate checks on the check room. 
At noon they meet tin at this con 
venient and comfortable place  pro- 
vided for them by thoughtful mer- 
chants with whom they have left 
their dollars. They cat their luneh

Aviation Possibilities 


Enormous Opportunities for Devel- 
opment of Aerial Transport 


The Montreal branch of the Aerial 
League of the British Empire is do- 
ing good work. Composed of many 
of Montreal's most prominent citi- 
zens, it is engaged in recruiting for 


the Royal Air Force, and alreay it 
has sent forward to Toronto over 
fifteen hundred candidates for the 
service. 

But its present activity is only a 
portion of what the league hopes to 
achieve. It is already looking — for- 
ward to the work it proposes to un- 
dertake after the war, One of the 
chief objects, as outlined by the 
Montreal secretary of the league, is 
to take advantage of the aerial train- 


ing and equipment whieh will be on 
hand at the conclusion of the war. 
When the war is coneluded, there 
will be a hundred million pounds of 
equipment alone, and in three 
months this will be distributed; and 
several thousand trained Canadian 
aviators will be open for engagement, 


These men’ will ursloubtedly — be 
very’ quickly picked up by those 
countries which are most keen for 
aerial service, and the league's see- 
retary suggested that means should 
be found to keep their services for 
Canada, 

A special committee was form-
